58. (Previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the synthetic 
retinoid is locally administered by intraocular injection. 

59. (Previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the synthetic 
retinoid is locally administered by periocular injection. 

60. (Previously presented) The method of claim 52, wherein the subject 
endogenously forms rhodopsin, from opsin and endogenous 1 l-cfr-retinal, as a visual pigment. 

61 . (Previously presented) The method of claim 56, wherein the subject 
endogenously forms rhodopsin, from opsin and endogenous 1 1 -cur-retinal, as a visual pigment. 

62. (Previously presented) The method of claim 52, further comprising 
identifying the subject as expressing a P23H mutant opsin protein before said administering.
